A nation once torn asunder by 
a Civil War officially opened the 
100th anniversary observance of 
that tragic era Sunday with sol­ 
emn pageantry and prayer. 
One theme was dominant in the 
ceremonies: the nation had been 
able to reunite itself after the 
war. 
Both North and South paid trib­ 
ute to the commanding generals 
of the rival arm ies that battled 
for four long years in the coun­ 
try’s costliest conflict until World 
War II. 
Troops in full dress uniform 
stood under chilly, leaden skies 
in New York City while wreaths 
were laid in honor of the North­ 
ern commander, Gen. Ulysses S. 
Grant, at his tomb on the bank 
of the Hudson River. 
PLACE FOUR WREATHS 
The crusty old general’s grand­ 
son, Maj. Gen. Ulysses S. Grant 
III, chairman 
of the National 


Civil War Centennial Commission, 
placed the first of four wreaths 
in front of the tomb. 
“The most wonderful part of 
Civil War,” he said, “was that 
the members of the two armies 
were afterward able to work to­ 
gether to make this great nation 
what it is today.”

5 Articles On Kennedy 


On January 20 John Fitzgerald Kennedy takes the oath as 
president of the United States and sets out to fulfill a campaign 
pledge to “get America moving again.” 
What will this mean in foregin affairs? What can the business­ 
man and worker expect from the new administration? The farm­ 
er? A person out of work? What’s ahead in military weapons 
and strategy? 
To help provide some of the answers. The Associated Press 
asked five of its distinguished Washington specialists to sum up 
the plans and problems of the new administration in the week 
before Kennedy’s inauguration

“They told me they wert going 
to shoot the guards unless I 
opened the door,” said guard 
Tom McDonald. “I pointed a shot­ 
gun at them through the bars and 
they ran away.” 
The 14 went to the deputy ward­ 
en’s office, setting it afire, before 
moving to the prison garage, 
where they located a truck and 
prepared to scale the wall. They 
had a rope fashioned from mat­ 
tress covers and a ladder from 
the garage. 
STATE POLICE HELPED 
At this time state police—who 
with city police had ringed the 
prison with a heavily-armed cor­ 
don-moved inside the 40-foot high 
grey walls of the 131-year-old 
brownstone prison located just a 
few blocks from Philadelphia's 
City Hall. 
The convicts had been in control 
of part of the prison for almost 
2 hours. Within 45 minutes the 
mopping up operation was over, 
the convicts stripped, searched 
and returned to their cells. 
District Attorney Paul Chalfln 
said two notorious brothers, An­ 
thony and Edward Scolari, both 
convicted in a robbery slaying, 
were involved in the disturbance. 
Tony threatened to kill one of the 
hostages, Chalfin said. 
Chalfin 
said he would decide what charges 
to press against those involved in 
the break after a conference with 
state police and prison officials 
later. 
SKULL FRACTURED 
Richard Mayberry, the convict 
who received the fractured skull, 
was caught last week by prison 
authorities with a homemade gun. 
One of the hostages, guard Wil­ 
liam Whittaker, said: “They had 
a knife at my throat. I had no 
doubts that they would have killed 
me if the occasion demanded.” 
The 14 convicts added meat 
cleavers and knives from the 
prison kitchen to their homemade 
arsenal. 
HOUSES 1,200 INMATES 
The prison, known officially as 
the Eastern State Correctional In­ 
stitution, houses about 1,200 in­ 
mates, all of them long-termers. 
Its gothic towers and buildings arc 
a midtown landmark. It is located 
in an area of homes, stores and 
some factories. When C h a r l e s 
Dickens, the English author wrote 
about it in 1842, he called it a 
"melancholy house.” Few would 
argue that description today. 
The fire in the deputy warden’s 
office destroyed some papers, but 
they were described as not val­ 
uable. City firemen put out the 
fire, moving in after the troopers 
cleared the way. 
DOGS TO HOSES 
Firemen also helped guard the 
walls by playing giant floodlights 
on every nook and cranny and 
standing by with high - pressure 
hoses. 
German shepherd 
dogs 
owned by city police also were on 
duty. 
Several hundred city police, 
state troopers and city park po­ 
licemen ringed the outside of the 
prison. 
Streets for six blocks 
around were cleared of traffic but 
hundreds watched from windows 
in their homes. 
The hostages were identified by 
Lt. Albert L. Henry of the state 
police as, besides Righter and 
Whittaker: Stanley L. Pointkow- 
ski, John F. Reed, Robert G. 
Hays. Robert A. Crawford, Terry 
O. Kelly and Ulysses S. Alford, 
all guards, and Arthur Brisco, an 
inmate. 
LIKE GIANT WHEEL 
The prison cell blocks are like 
spokes of a giant wheel, with the 
hub being the central administra­ 
tion building. 
Details of the disturbance were 
sketchy for hours. Reporters were 
not admitted to the prison until 
just before 8 a m., more than 
three hours after Theodore Mitch­ 
ell, deputy commissioner for op­ 
erations, had announced the con­ 
victs’ capitulation. 
Mayor Richardson Dilworth. who 
entered the prison during the out­ 
break, came out shortly after 
Mitchell’s announcement. Quick 
mobilization of police (state troop­ 
ers rushed in from as far away 
as Lancaster and Reading > kept 
the disturbance from being worse, 
he said. 
SMELL DANGER 
The Rev. William Ischie of 
Christ Episcopal Church provided 
one of the most graphic descrip­ 
tions of the scene inside the prison 
Sunday night. A chaplain at an­ 
other area prison, Reverend Is­ 
chie went to Eastern State to see 
if he could help in any way. 
“You could smell the danger 
and the terror—you could feel it,” 
he said later. “It was a frighten­ 
ing thing—a terrible study in mob 
psychology at its beastliest.”

newspaper 
Revolucion in banner headlines 
said a "Yankee aircraft carrier” 
had arrived at Guantanamo Bay, 
the big U.S. naval base in eastern 
Cuba. 
The newspaper apparently re­ 
ferred to the 45,000-ton supercar­ 
rier Franklin D. Roasevelt leading 
a flotilla of 150 Atlantic Fleet war­ 
ships on annual maneuvers in the 
Caribbean opening today. 
A Navy spokesman in Puer­ 
to Rico said the warships will go 
in and out of the U.S. base at 
Guantanamo Bay, the last U.S 
foothold in Cuba, “in the normal 
run of things.” 
The U.S. Atlantic Fleet’s Carib­ 
bean maneuvers, which will con­ 
tinue until the end of March, add­ 
ed to the invasion jitters. About 
140,000 officers and men will take 
part. In the fleet, in addition to 
the $90-million carrier, are three 
guided-missile cruisers and two 
nuclear submarines. 
The 
Navy stressed that the 
maneuvers were planned long ago 


and have no connection with the 
U.S. break in diplomatic relations 
with Cuba. 
But the flotilla is 
bringing twice as many men and 
ships to the Caribbean as there. 
were in last year’s maneuvers. 
And it carried enough fire power,! 
missiles and war planes to give, 
strong support to the Guantanamo 
base if needed. 
The Navy spokesman attributed 
the increased number of ships and; 
men to the fact that guided mis-1 
sile vessels are taking part for 
the first time.
